Billion (Yen 1,411,555,00m (Debt Relief) for 

1986-87 Extended by the Government of Japan. 

Section I—General Conditions : 

I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen L411 billion 
extended by the Government of Japan is untied in 
Dvour of OECD and dcvcloiring countries. .\c- 
cordingly the commodities and services incidental 
thereto to be procured under this Grant Aid can be 
imported from Japan and all countries enumerated 
in the list at Annexure-I which will be tlie eligible 
source countries under this Grant. The list oi eli¬ 
gible commodities that can be imported under 
this Grant Aid is at Annexuie-II. 

I (ii) The licence will bear the superscription 
“Yen 1.411 billion Japanese Grant Aid for 1986-87”. 
Tire licence code for the first and second suffix s\ilj 
be ‘‘S|JN”. These will also be repeated in ihe 
letter from the CCIScE forwarding the import 
licence, ^ ' 

I (iii) No remittance ot foreign exchange will 
be permitted against the import licence, except 
bank charges which may be remitted through nor¬ 
mal banking channels. Any payment towards Indian 
Agent’s commission .should be made in Indian t upees 
to the agents in India. Such pa)'ments, however, 
will form part of the licence value and will, theie- 
forc, be charges to the licence. 

I (tv) The import licence will be issued on CIF 
basis with an initial validity of 12 months. For 
extension of the validity of the licence, the licencee 
should approach the licencing authority concerned 
who shall consult the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Japan Section) in the matter. 

I (v) Firm order must be placed on CScF basis on 
the overseas suppliers located in Japan and in 
other eligible countries mentioned in Annexure-I 
and sent to the Under Secretary (TC), Dep.irtment 
of Economic Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry of 
Finance, North Block, New Delhi (within 4„months 
from the date of issue of the ini]jort licence). 
"Firm Orders" means purchase orders placed by 
the Indian licencee on the Overse.as Supplier duly 
supported by order confirmation by the latter or pur¬ 
chase contract only signed by both the Indian impor¬ 
ter and the Overseas supplier. Orders on Indian 
Agents of Ovcrsea.s suppliers an<l|or order Confirm¬ 
ation of such Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

1 (vi) This condition of the placement of con¬ 
tracts within 4 months period will be treated as 
not having been complied with unless complete 
contract documents reach the Ministrv of Finance. 
Department of Economic Affairs, Japan Settion, 
witnin four months from the date of issue of 
the import licence. If firm orders as explained in 

f tara 1 (v) above cannot be placed within 4 months 
or valid reasons the licencee should submit the 
import licenced to the concerned licensing

If however, extension is sought be¬ 
yond 4 months from the date of issue of this im¬ 
port licence, such proposals will invariably be 
referred by the licencing authorities to the De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs Hapan Section) 
Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi who 
will consider such extension on the merits of each 
case and communicate their decision to the licenc¬ 
ing authorities for communication to the licence.
